This is the worst example of off 
register that we have ever seen 
on any of these stamps and like 


Mr. Feeman, we wonder what 
became of the rest of the sheet 
from which this stamp was taken 
as it came on a First Day Cover 
from Washington, and someone 
must have received similar copies. 

While stamps with the centers 
a bit off register are of little con- 
sequence and are really less de- 
sirable than finely registered 
prints, this item is of real interest 
and of some value because of the 
extreme off register printing. 

Note that both the red and black 
of the flag are in perfect regis- 
ter. This is because both colors 
are printed on the stamp from 
the same feeding of the sheet in- 
to the multi-color press and both 
colors are equally off center. Who- 
ever got the corner name stamp 
will probaly find the name print- 
ed over the engraved part of the 
stamp, likewise the register mark, 
will show on the engraved part 
of the stamp. 

There were no less than 200 
of these off register stamps print- 
ed. Who has seen any of them?

With sev- 
eral other collectors, he will 
make regular visits to the hobby 
rooms and ward bedsides, distrib- 
uting the stamps, catalogues and 
albums to men who have taken 
up stamp collecting as a means 
of absorbing the long hours of 
confinement, and teaching them 
the art of intelligent collecting.

First Quarter 
Report On Stamps 
For The Wounded 


November 25, 1944 

Considering the multitude _of 
problems and_ the nationwide 
scope of our aims, your Stamps 
For The Wounded committee has 
done a most remarkable job with- 
in the three months of its exist- 
ence. And while there is yet much 
more to be accomplished, we are 
proud that a large number of men 
in all branches of the service who 
have been hospitalized, either 
because they suffered wounds of 
battle, illness due to climatic con- 
ditions abroad or because they 
injured themselves in a camp right 
here in the United States, have 
been introduced to our hobby, 
through the kind generosity of 
donors, and thé willingness of vol- 
unteers to devote time and effort 
to help in teaching these men the 
rudiments of philately. 

While we set out in the manner 
we thought best immediately after 
the organization was formed at 
the SPA-APS conventions, it was 
necessary to modify these plans to 
conform more closely with a plan 
under which the American Red 
Cross Society carries on its efforts. 

Instead of having one national 
committee, regional directors in 
each large city and local units for 
each hospital, we have had to ap- 
point five additional officers to co- 
ordinate our program in the five 
“areas” of the nation as set up by 
the ARC. The work of these five 
men will be similar to the job out- 
lined for your national Chairman 
in the original plan. They will 
supervise all activities in their 
*“area”—select volunteers to col- 
lect and distribute stamps and 
accessories, organize units for 
those hospitals which call upon us 
for a “stamp collecting program,” 
and confer with the ARC Area 
Director to see that all details of 
our work are in line with the 
ARC’s policies. 

The headquarters of the five 
“areas” are located as follows: 

1. North Atlantic—New York, 
N. Y.—handled by E. A. Kehr. 

2. Atlantic—Alexandria, Va. — 











handled by Ellery Denison, 7207 
Tracy Drive, Takoma Park, Md. 

3. Midwest—St. Louis, Mo.— 
handled by J. Edward Vining, 
Webster Groves, Mo. 

4. Southern—Atlanta Ga.,—no 
one appointed yet. 

5. Western—San Francisco, Calif. 
No one appointed yet. 

All correspondence sent to the 
National Chairman since August 
by volunteers in these five areas 
is being forwarded to the afore- 
mentioned “Area Vice-Chairmen” 
so that the “regional directors” or 
local unit volunteers who are 
working already may continue as 
they have, except that henceforth 
they will communicate and work 
under the supervision of the newly 
appointed officers, and ‘that the 
ARC area directors can call upon 
a man within their own city when 
they get a call from a hospital 
in which the program may be 
desired, instead of having to work 
“by remote control’ with our na- 
tional office. 

As you will note, we have been 
able to get no volunteers for At- 
lanta Ga., nor San Francisco. We 
desperately need men for these 
cities, and any member of our 
committee who knows of an ap- 
propriate person is urged to notify 
the national chairman immediate- 
ly! 

For the time being, the work 
there is being conducted by your 
national chairman.

This report must acknowledge 
the unusual cooperation our com- 
mittee has received from the 
Press, both philatelic and lay, for 
with but few exceptions, each of 
our releases has been given wide 
circulation in philatelic magazines, 
stamp columns of newspapers and 
in the regular news columns of 
daily newspapers and lay peri- 
odicals. 

The publicity branch of our 
committee, unfortunately is a mat- 
ter which has not been up to par 
with the rest of our efforts. The 
claim of other commitments pre- 
vented two New York writers 
from accepting the task of Publici- 
ty director, and Mr. Thorp, who 
accepted the post later was com- 
pelled to resign because he did not 
have the time available. What 
releases were written came from 
the national chairman, At the 
present time we are hoping to 
have the acceptance of one of our 
most diligent workers so that this 
phase of our work will not be 
neglected. That there will be 
unified effort, we hope that all 
releases sent to the philatelic press 
will be sent only from the National 
Publicity Director. The publicity 
chairmen of regional committees 
ought to be distributed only to 
those outlets within the region so 
that there will be no conflict of 
information. 

There has been’ considerable 
difficulty in maintaining supplies 
of material for distribution to the 
men in hospitals. Mr. Albert G. 
Whaley, an executive of the U. S. 
Steel Export Company has done 
a yeoman’s job in finding business 
firms who contributed hundreds of 
pounds of stamps from their mail, 
right here in New York, These 
have been turned over to Mr. 
Philip H. Cummings, for distribu- 
tion to hospitals in all parts of 
the country. 

Again, modifications must be 
made in the manner in which this 
work is handled. While Mr. Cum- 
mings has been sending stamps 
to a number of hospitals directly, 
he will no longer do this. The 
regional directors who have un- 
dertaken to aid us will endeavor 
to locate sources for material 
within their own localities—either 
by asking fellow collectors for 
duplicates, or by getting stamps 
from the mail of business firms. 
Only if this is impossible will they 
communicate with Mr. Cummings 
and ask for what they need, We 
have found that such organiza- 
tions as Kiwanis and the Legion 
in cities are most anxious to co- 
operate to aid a local endeavor 
such as ours and unless they are 
called upon to help, the drain on 
the national supply will be too 
great and we will not be able to 
supply hospitals’ in small com- 
munities where no supplies at all 
are to be had. We do have a large 
supply of covers addressed to mo- 
tion picture stars and to other 
famous persons which make ideal 
“special items” for the men. As 
they will be available only through 
our office, regional directors should 
send requests for them, indicating 
the number of men within their 
region to whom they have intro- 
duced stamp collecting.

I have examined the envelopes 
of over one hundred “Official 
War Ballot,” and find that the men 
and women in Service exercised 
their right to use the Ballot in the 
recent Presidential Election even 
though thousands of miles away. 
In checking over the 125 or 
more war ballot envelopes and re- 
quests which I have been for- 
tunate in obtaining, I find a fine 
assortment of APO cancels and 
Navy cancels. The APO hand- 
stamps ran from APO 4 to APO 
959, with no. 499 in green and 
#115 coming through in blue The 
U. S. Navy cancels were quite uni- 
form except for the 2nd. Marine 
Division S. F. Calif which came 
through with a red cancel. 

Each War Ballot request was 
addressed to the Secretary of State 
Lansing, Mich., and were marked 
“received” with the Dept. of State 
mailing division rubber stamp. 
Then they were forwarded to the 
various Township Clerks who, in 
turn mailed the Official Ballot to 
the one making the request. In 
due time the vote was returned to 
be counted and the canceled en- 
velope to be placed in the waste 
basket. These were to be destroy- 


ed after the required time of 
holding had expired. 
Some of the requests for Bal- 


lots were passed by censor and 
stamped with the “Passed by Na- 
val Censor” in blue or green or 
black. Among the boats noted 
were the USS Charles F. Hughes, 
USS Oak Hill, USS White Marsh 
USS Luther Martin, USS Saratoga 
and others. 

APO’s on the returned Ballots 
included 4-9-21-36-79-116-158- 
226-361-371-403-436-472-499 - 502- 
503-518-552-556-704-709-790 - 920- 
926-948 and 959. Also the little re- 
quest cards included the following 
OPO’s 40-124-134-140-151-153-205

Recently I saw advertised a 
first-day cover from the Gilbert 
and Ellice Islands described as be- 
ing issued for the inauguration of 
the Fanning Island post office. The 
cover bore a complete set of 
George VI stamps. 

It should not be supposed that 
Fanning’s postal history com- 
menced at a comparatively recent 
date. Though postal premises may 
nave been built within the last 
few years, post office facilities 
existed on Fanning twenty-nine 
years ago, long before the present 
King ascended the throne. In my 
possession are post-cards bearing 
New Zealand stamps, posted on 
Fanning Island on October 25, 
1915.

ordinary hand stamp variety, and 
read FANNING ISLAND inside a 
double circle and a smaller one. 
The date is in two lines across the 
centre. 

At that time those on Fanning 
Island were the European staff of 
the plantation, then owned by the 
firm of Pelly and Armstrong, 
R.A.N. marines (it being .war 
time), the Pacific Cable Board 
staff, and the Gilbertese natives 
recruited from other islands to 
work the plantation. 

The cable station and settlement 
occupied only a small section of 
the atoll, the remiander being 
copra producing. 

In 1915, Mr. Hertzlet, superin- 
tendent of the cable station on 
Fanning, officiated as Postmaster. 
British mail was sent to New Zea- 
land on the infrequent visits of the 
cable steamer “Iris,” and the plan- 
tation owners despatched mail for 
America by either the steamer 
“Kestrel,” or the schooner “Luka,” 
to Honolulu, and thence to San 
Francisco. 

The Gilbert and Ellice Islands 
Colony comprises groups of is- 
lands, each group being a separate 
district, of which Fanning and its 
neighbour, Washington Island, is 
one, controlled by a district ad- 
ministrative officer. 

Though stamps have been issued 
for the Gilbert and Ellice Islands 
since 1911, when the overprinted 
issues of Fiji came into circulation, 
Fanning used New Zealand stamps 
at least till 1939. 

In describing Fanning Island, 
the Pacific Island Year Book, 1939 
says, “For mails there is an irre- 
gular communication between New 
Zealand and San Francisco. A 
member o the cable company act 
as postmaster. New Zealand 
stamps are used, and the 
island is regulated by New Zea- 
land as regards its postal arrange- 
ments.” An extract from the 
“Sydney Morning Herald” in re- 
ferring to Fanning Island says, 
“The settlement also boasts a post 
office and a savings bank.” 


If the first-day covers merely 
advertise the fact that a new 
structure has been’ erected on 


Fanning to deal with an almost 
non-existent mail it is difficult to 
see why the covers should be 
valued at much more than face 
value of the stamps on them, as 
the event possesses neither postal 
nor historical significance. 
Fanning Island was only an- 
nexed by Britain when the atoll 
was found to be in the direct route 
of the Pacific cable, and no men- 
tion of it would complete without 
reference to that colourful charac- 
ter so well known in the Pacific— 
M. Emmanuel] Rougier, a former 
French priest, whose hand, liter-

ally speaking, converted Fanning 
from a desolate wind-blown atoll 
to an extremely valuable copra 
plantation. After its discovery by 
the American explorer, Captain 
Edmond Fanning, in 1798, the atoll 
remained almost forgotten till Fr. 
Rougier, forsaking his native land 
and profession, acquired the is- 
land and established the planta- 
tion on a profitable basis. He Ia- 
ter sold it for a small fortune and 
became governing director of the 
plantation on Christmas Island, 
another neighbouring atoll. 

The discovery of Christmas Is- 
land is officially credited to Cap- 
tain Cook who spent several weeks 
there while his exhausted crew 
recuperated after a difficult voy- 
age, but it is generally believed 
that Christmas had been visited 
many years earlier by the Span- 
iards on Some of their long cruises 
in their ocean-going galleons, It is 
recorded that they regularly visi- 
ted the Philippines. But to get 
back to later times, when the plan- 
tation on Christmas flourished, Fr. 
Rougier became something in the 
nature of a Feudal Lord and is- 
sued private stamps for his realm. 
However, they were not recog- 
nised by the Postal] Union. Though 
these stamps are not collectors’ 
pieces in the ordinary sense of the 
word, they are, nevertheless, cur- 
osities. Many people have con- 
sidered the purpose of these 
stamps, which were issued in two 
varieties of two values, something 
of a mystery, but Mr. 

Cowie, a former Acting Adminis- 
trative Officer for Christmas Is- 
land explains that they were used 
on mail sent from the island to the 
plantation’s offices in Papeete, 
|where ordinary postage stamps 
| were affixed to the letters. The is- 
|landers had to prepay to the man- 
ager on Christmas all postage due 
on the mail, and the value of lo- 
cal stamps on correspondence to 
be posted from Papeete indicated 
to the Tahiti office the amount 
received by the local manager. 
—Australian Stamp Monthly.

German Midget Stamps 
Are Only Toys, Says 
Chaplain A. J. Hoffman 


Referring to our picture of the 
small size stamps for Germany as 
pictured in our issue of January 
18th, Mr. Albert J. Hoffman, a 
Chaplain with the U. S. Army 
writes as follows: 

“TI just noticed quite a com- 
ment in your recent issue of Linns 
Weekly Stamp news on the minia- 
ture stamps reputed to have been 
issued by Germany and stating 
that they are due to a paper short- 
age. I could not refrain from com- 
ment as I think that I can give a 
rather satisfying (at least as far 
as I am concerned) explanation. 
I have often seen in Europe mina- 
ture sheets, such as you describe 
put out as toy Post Office sets for 
children. The sets usually consist 
of a number of small envelopes 
and cards, a couple of rubber can- 
cellation stamps, an ink pad and a 
dozen or more sheets of miniature 
postage stamps of current design. 
I have a number of specimens of 
these miniature toy stamps which 
I kept as a curiosity. Mine happen 
to be Italian but I have seen these 
same sets in Germany when I was 
living over there before the pre- 
sent war, Of course I may be 
wrong but I think that this expla- 
nation will account for these cur- 
ios. They are toys.” 

Mr. Hoffman may be right, but 
we could not concieve of any such 
“toy stamps” in use in this coun- 
try and since the stamps in ques- 
tion have all the earmarks of real 
stamps we believed them to be 
such. The party who sent them 
over here advised his mother that 
he had picked them up in the de- 
molished postoffice at Aachen 
where the Americans had taken 
that town in their first offensive.
